The Captain 
will be colled upon by the government to 
recommend the appointment ot five suit- 
able persons between the ages ot 21*and 
35 years to serve their country as mail ear- 
ners, and whoever the postmaster names 
will of course be appointed. The appli- 
cants, no doubt, have au.nlea Uiot the.po» 
sition of mail carrier is a "soft thing," 
but the appointees will find that their lot 
will not be a happy one by any means. 
Each of tlje-. camera -w*jBs receive $CO a 
month, or 9600 a year, anil at the outset 
they will be required to prirehose a regu- 
lation uniform of a gray color.ornamented 
with brass buttons, these suits they will be 
compelled to wear every hour they ore on 
duty. They will be required to report for 
work at the postoilice early every morn- 
ing, and remain there when not out deliv- 
ering letters until the last mail received 
is properly disposed of. 
They will be on 


duty every day not less than 12 hours, 
and they may be kept at work na late as 
It hours, or longer. It is expected that 
there will be at the beginning but one de- 
livery of mail matter a day in the resi- 
dence part ot the city, but iu the business 
part there will be three or more. After 
the routes have been gone over the carri- 
ers will return at once to the postofflce 
and stay there at their posts, ready to 
hand out such mail matter as may be 
called for by parties living within their 
respective districts. And then, again, the 
carriers will be'compelled to make trips 
in all sorts of weather, in the burning 
heat of summer and in the freezing cold 
of winter, and of course each carrier will 
be expected to get around like a streak of 
lightning, for if he doesn't, there will be 
many and loud complaints that may 
mean "out off his official head."

THE SUNDAY DELTVKBY. 


There will be no Sunday delivery of 


mail matter except at the postoffiee,where 
the earners will be in attendance at their 
stations while the office is open, ready to 
deliver mail to persons living on the sep- 
arate routes.
